ANCIENT PERSIA 

GOLD TREASURES FROM THE GIBBS COLLECTION 

The recent millennia celebrations at Persepolis emphasized the great antiquity 
of the Persian civilization, going back more than 5000 years. Towards the later 
period of the Persian empire when her armies had defeated the Greeks and dom¬ 
inated large parts of Europe, the quality of Persian goldsmithing also reached 
unheard of zeniths. 

Gold was always considered a royal metal; use of gold objects was restricted 
to the palace, the temple and the households of the priviledged and mighty. During 
the third, second and early first millennium, a small number of ritual objects 
were created by the goldsmiths of Persia and Mesopotamia by a method called 
the “lost wax method”, a slow, painstaking process of casting and then refining 
by hand the gold objects. 

When the first of the gold objects of this nature appeared on the European 
art market, they were met with surprise and in some cases open hostility on the 
part of those who were unfamiliar with the majjority of these delicate gold ob¬ 
jects coming from the vicinity of the Royal Capitals of Persepolis and Susa, and 
there can be no doubt about their provenance nor their authenticity, even though 
their discovery is of comparatively recent origin. 

Gibbs realized in his research that these gold objects were used in trading 
as there weren't any coins at this period. Thisis the first consignment from the 
Gibb’s collection of his gold rarities.

It was found In circulation In 1961. At that time, I specialized in collecting 1 
mint errors, so the coin was brought to my attention (atlhough not a “mint error" 
in the normal sense). I checked the coin to the best of my ability and determined 
to my satisfaction that it was not a fabrication. I purchased the coin at that time. 

The coin was then sent to Michael Kolman and his authenticator, Myron Zadow- 
ski confirmed my belief, that this was in fact a true mint strike of a 1942-S 
nickel, bearing a small "s” mint mark to the right of the dome, instead of over 
the dome; such as the 11*41 -S. Although no mint records confirm the striking of 
such a coin, it is known that the dies were shipped to San Francisco, but the 
order to hold off for silver content nickels were given and supposedly none were 
struck. 

I then shipped the coin to Don Taxay, and he again confirmed what had pre¬ 
viously been learned about the coin, that it was in fact a true mint strike. (It is 
listed In Scotts Catalog of Coins by Taxay—Unique—my collection.) 

Several articles appeared in Coin World, Numismatic News, and other papers 
on the coin. 

In 1964 Walter Breen wanted to see the nickel. I sent it to him. He ran many 
checks on it, including X-ray, etc. and confirmed again that it was a mint strike, 
with obverse 1942 die and muled with a 1941-S reverse die. 

So in reality, we have a true, possibly unique, authentic mint strike, although 
records may not reveal it. As to rarity, price, etc., maybe the rarest coin in the 
U. S. series. With the only one reported, and it being an actual coin, rather than 
a die variation, relief variation, etc., I feel it should bring as much as any rarity 
ever brought.
